The 
machine's power supply needs to be rebuilt or replaced. Dan N8ETQ is working on a Lambda Power Supply 
[donated by Tim NR8T in non working condition- Ed.] which will be able to handle the repeater's needs. Tom 
also readjusted the encoder circuit and it is now less susceptible to falsing. Tom wants to point out that 
the tuning capacitors are extremely touchy and were very hard to tweak (possibly due to excessive adjusting). 


The Technical Committee will be having a meeting in October. If anyone is interested jin attending, please 
listen the to the Sunday Evening net for the date and time. Dan N8ETQ will be working on the tone alert 
circuit for the repeater. I have found a new chip available from Radio Shack which is basically an FM 
receiver on a chip. I hope to build up this circuit soon and try it for our Tone Alert system. 

As of this morning, I haven't spoken to Steve NO8M regarding converting a Radio Shack Weathercube for the 
amateur frequencies.

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NORTH COAST AMATEUR RADIO EMERGENCY SERVICES AND PACKET 
Steve Stroh N8GNJ 


This article was a result of a conversation that I had with Rick Wells K8SCI about the lack of participation 
by Packet Radio equipped amateur radio operators in the October 17, 1987 simulated disaster drill. Rick's 
question was "Why didn't more packeteers volunteer?" This is one packeteers opinion. 


1 What has the North Coast Amateur Radio Club done for packeteers, other than invite them to drag their 
equipment out and show it off? Not much. The Lake Erie Amateur Radio Association (LEARA), the Cuyahoga 
Amateur Radio Society (CARS) and Medina 2 Meters (M2M), on the other hand, sponsor and maintain packet 
digipeaters. Many packeteers (such as myself) belong to some or all of these clubs solely because they 
support packet. Hard as it may be to believe, many packeteers have never even heard of NCARC. But, they're 
sure aware of LEARA, CARS, and M2M. If you want to find packeteers, you'd better look to those clubs and ask 
for their help. 


2. Packet, unlike 2m FM, requires the use of two other pieces of equipment- A TNC which is relatively small 
and can run off of 12 volts, and a computer or terminal, which isn't so small, and rarely can run off 12 
volts. This means a portable packet station almost requires the use of a laptop (such as Tandy Model 100), or 
portable computer (such as a Compaq). To date, there has been very Little demand for portable packet stations 
in this area. If there were a need, such as a bimonthly drill, then maybe some portable packet stations would 
be put together. 


3. On the rare occasion that packet is requested, and packeteers do come out to help (such as the Simulated 
Shuttle Mission earlier this year), those organizing the event who request packet, don't understand it, don't 
use it, and for the most part completely ignore it! People, especially packeteers, tend not to respond to a 
second request if they are treated like that the first time (fool me once shame on you, fool me twice shame on 
me). If you are serious about using packet, you'd better do some reading and understand its capabilities and 
weaknesses. Packet is a tool, just as a 2m portable is. You don't have to be a computer nut to use packet 
(although admittedly that does help) and use it effectively. But, you do have to understand how it can be 
used. 


4. There simply aren't that many packeteers out there compared to the number of 2m FM users. There are even 
fewer who are equipped with portable packet stations. The majority of packeteers don't monitor the local 
repeaters much, if at all. There jis no comprehensive listing of packeteers to call out in case of an 
emergency. It will take time to get a "packet call up list" together, but it will be well worth it. 


5. Packet isn't "the wave of the future", or a "really neat jidea"- it's a valuable tool that can be used 
right now! If the NCARES emergency plan doesn't now include packet to handle the high volume traffic, it 
should. Your pleas to packeteers to get involved will carry much more weight if you can show them what their 
mission will be. Once you have them hooked, use them, and use them EFFECTIVELY. 


To summarize then, 1) do something useful for packeteers, like putting up a digipeater. 2) Realize that there 
aren't many portable packet stations out there. When you find one, treat them nice, because they're rare. 3) 
If you do talk packeteers into coming out, you better use them effectively or they won't come back next time. 
4) Get a list together of those packeteers that can help effectively. You'll have to actively search for 
them, but once you have a list, you should be able to field an effective packet communications system. 5) 
Take packet seriously! It's not a fad, or just a hobby for the computer jocks, it's a tool just like any 
other with its own strengths and weaknesses. 


If the chips are really down, and the main communication lines are down, it's really tough to move large 
amounts of information via a HF voice link. It's even tougher to move it using CW. Not that those two modes 
can't move traffic, it's that they have a very hard time moving large amounts of traffic. Packet is ideally 
suited for that purpose. The packeteers in Central Ohio have convinced state officials in charge of emergency 
communications of that. The Ohio DSA headquarters has budgeted for a complete packet system that will be able 
to link into the Ohionet packet network. I won't belabor why Ohionet is such an important resource for 
emergency communications, but the people who've handled real disasters (such as the tank car derailment in 
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Dayton) know how effective packet can be and are funding construction of Ohionet Links! It would be 
refreshing if the NCARES committee, and the Cuyahoga County Department of Emergency Assistance and Planning 
also understood, and funded an Ohionmet node in the Cleveland area. Then you'd be talking seriously about 
packet. Until then, call LEARA and ask them to handle the packet duties.
